EDWIN BOOTH'S CHREER. 


His Birth, His Early Life and Hie 


Triumphant Battle for Fame. 


The death of Edwin Booth at the Play- 


ers' Club In New York has brought Into 
renewed prominence the greatest actor of 
this generation, whom the public has seen 
for the last time. 


Mr. Booth's first serious Illness came'on 
April 3,1889, when he was stricken with 
Incipient paralysis while 
playing 
in 
"Othello" at the Lyceum Theatre In Koch- 
ester. Lawrence .Barrett, with whom he 
was starring, came before the curtain at 
the end of the second act and made that 
famous speech beginning: 


"LADIES AND GKNTLEMEN : I am called 
upon to perform the most painful duty of 
my life. My colleague has shown symp- 
toms of breaking down for three or fonr 
days past, and his condition is so serious 
that It ia impossible for him CO act. 
Mr. 


Booth has sustained a partial stroke of 
paralysis, and we fear that this is the 
beginning of the end. The world has 
probably heard for the last time the great 
est actor who speaks the English lan- 
guage. I hope we shall be able to re- 
move Mr. Booth to his home." 


Afterwards It appeared that Mr. Booth 


had not a severe paralytic stroke, and a 
bulletin to that eflect was sent out before 
midnight. On April 15 he rejoined Mr. 
Barrett In Cleveland and resumed his 
work. 


In June, 1892, after another slight 
attack of paralysis, he decided to retire 
iromths stage altogether. He went then 
to Lpewood, and on October r, had a seri- 
ous fall In his room at the Laurel House, 
brought about by an attack of vertigo 
He rallied—but very slowly—and it was 
November 3 before he was well enough to 
be removed to New York. He has lived 
at the Players' Club ever since. 


TlM» fir«BI Actor1* Cur«*r. 


The New York World says: 
The greatest Hamlet of the American 
stage, Edwin Booth, was born on a farm ' 
about twenty-five miles from Baltimore 
November 13, 1833. 
His father before 


him, the elder Booth, Is remembered by 
Ihe veteran play goers as one of the most 
remarkable actors who ever trod the 
boards of the English-speaking stage. 


As a boy Edwin Booth is remembered 


by his schoolmates at the little town of 
Belalr as having a penchant for poetry 
and history. 


The lattice-work arbor in the back yard 


was made into a little theatre and called 
the Theatre Royal. 
Here Edwin, John 


and Joseph Booth used to play Shakes- 
peare for tlie delectation of the neighbors' 
t»oys, at the usual rates of ten pins for ir 
single admission. John Sleeper, who used 
to add the name of Clarke to his 
patronymic and w4n-fafiie as J. S. Clarke- 
Theodore Hamilton, Matt O'Brien and 
others were among the bovish company 
Female parts were left ouK 
These boys 


afterward gave a "show" in 1'awley's 
Museum, in which Nelse .Seymour took 
part. In those days Edwin Bootn played 
the banjo. Almost allot the lads who 
took part In these rqinitrel performances 
afterwards made names for themselves on 
the mimic boards.

At that time 
Sam Colville was manager of the Sucru- 
mento theatre. Baker and Edwin put 
their scanty purses together and took the 
management of the theatre iu Sacramento 
share and share alike. Edwin opened in 
Richard III and made a hit. He played 
three or fonr weeks quite profitably

and starred at the Metropolitan Theatre,
